SERGEANT-AT-ARMS REPORT: (Roger Ser- 
rot): Rogeradvised there were 42 members present 
with no guests. 


SECRETARY’S REPORT : (Chris Palmer): The 
minutes from the July meeting were read and accepted 
“with corrections.” 


TREASURER’S REPORT (Jim Huffman): 
Per Jim, the starting bank balance as of 7/1/23 was 
$44,419.33. After issuing checks of $24 (Oakstone), 
$81.14 (Chris Palmer > picnic), & another $24 (Oak- 
stone), the ending bank balance as of 7/31/23 came 
to $44,290.19.
